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I WONDER WHY! 

There used to be a popular Boiig whose 
chorus, as we remembor, begftii: "Somebody 
loves me— 1 wonder who?" With only minor 
revision, this could be mads into the theme 
song (or what Is left of that "New Tammany" 
of which we have heard from time to time. 
Perhaps this would do: . \ 
Nobody wants me, 
I wonder why — 
Why they're so cruel to mel 

For 132 years the New York County Demo- 
cratic committee lived in the clubhouse of 
the Society of Tammany "or Columbian.. 
Order," So close was the affiliation that, 
wherever the science of machine politics was 
of Interest to mankind, the N'ew Vork County 
Democratic committee was known as Tam- 
many hall. 

Continual scandals caused n wave of rC' 
form that finally bankrupted the county 
committee politically and the\EOClety- finan- 
cially. The name Tammany, brought Into 
disrepute by the political organization, be- 
came so great a dead weight that the county 
committee decided to move out from under 
the Incubus It had created. 

The Society of Tammany {or Columbian 
Order) then sold Ita SBBO.OOO hall to a dress- 
makers' union, lea«lnB both society and 
county committee homeless. 

Mike Kennedy, boss of the polltlenl Tam- 
many, arranged with the National Demo- 
'■ cratlc club for temporary use ol four rooms. 

No provision was made lor the poor, castoll 
■. society, wfilch seemed to bo left out to walk 
tho streets. 

But when moving day came, lo and be- 
hold, the political Tammany went onto a 
whole floor of an office building, arid what 
moved into the National Democratic club? 
You're right — the Society of Tammany (or 
the Columbian Order); 

A reporter asked the National Democratic 
club, through a committee chairman named 
John Schocnfelt, how come. Mr. Bchoenfelt 
was excited. 

"No Tammany is coming In here," he said, 
"and you can quote that. We're taking In the 
Columbian Order, and It's temporary." 

"Do you know." he asked, "that 'Columbian 
Order' Is another "niyne for the Society of 
-Tammany?" 

"I don't know, about that, but I know there 
has been some criticism."

FAT SALVAGE— AGAIN 

The least successful of all salvage cam- 
paigns has been that for waste fat f^om 
households. .At present we are running some 
B.OOO.OOO pounds a month behind schedule. 

This fat Is needed to make explosives. One 
pound of bacon and chicken drippings wlU 
make a pound and a half of gun-powder to 
fill shells used by Flying Fortress gunners to 
repel German and Japanese attack planes. 
■ One pound of drippings from a pork roast or 
the siict from beel will provide expla^lvo' to 
flro four 37-mm. antl-alrcrntt shells. 

We could mention other u.«s for explosives 
m war. But why should wc? Everybody knows 
, how war depends upon explosives. It bn't 
Ignorance that makes waste fat salvage a 
fallusc. It Isn't lack of patriotism. What 
Is It? Lethargy? 

Whatever It Is. how about getting that fat 
to the ..butcher?
